The distilleiiee in the vicinity ol 
Lou'sville have all closed down, with 
the exception of one or two small 
ones. Some idea of the amount ol 
whisky made this year in this county 
may be had when it is known that 
one of the distilleries in the city lim- 
its has stored in its warehouses 47, 
000 barrels. It ie estimated that 
there arc stored in the various distil 
lencs of Louisville just now 200,000 
baireia, or 0,000,000 gallons of whis- 
ky. Most of this is sour mash. This 
would be equal to 540.000,000 drinks 
which at ten cents a drink would be 
worth 15,400,000,000. In this inter- 
nal revenue district, which compris 
cs several counties outside ot this, 
there on more than :100,000 more 
barrels ol whisky storod. This would 
be sufficient to float the largest stea- 
mer ever built, but it is unnecessary 
to say this whisky will not be used 
or any such purpose.— LouiaviHa 
Post.

A fertilizer suited to any soil cannot 
be prescribed without knowing tho |»ur- 
ticular needs of whutover soil it is ap- 
plied to. Iu most cases, tho most certain 
and reliable fertilizer is good burn 
manure properly applied the previous 
• years. SuiKtifhospliatos do not always 
pay cost, hut if they- have proved de- 
cidedly useful on any soil, a few hun- 
dred pounds may la? applied to the acre. 
In other Instances ground bone, mixed 
with moderately heating barn inauure, 
has proved beneficial on some laud. 
Nitrate of soda has greatly aided growth 
on some soils, with no appreciable lieu- 
efit on others. An extensive manufact- 
urer of potato fertilizers assured us that 
he could not recommend any for certain 
named soils. Such apodal fertilizers 
have sometimes given tlio largest known 
potato crops in tiie country, but in many 
coses they have produced comparatively
